The governor general’s office was preparing to dispatch an 
airplane with Major Parker Hitchens, chief sanitary ofliiTr, to 
take charge of the relief work. 
It was reported that two small steamers, the Dona Ramona, 
with passengers and crew7 numbering 29, and Kinkiat, a slightly 
larger vessel, both wrere missing. 
The entire devastated area is said to be in such a state of 
panic that an accurate accounting of the deaths and losses has 
been impossible. 
Rescue workers today were searching the ruins that had once 
been villages in search of additional bodies, while relief crews 
were caring for the thousands left without food or shelter in the 
path of the wind and flood waters.

by the Soot-laden smoke of pessimism and the monoxide pas of 
gossip, is far g reater than t bint done by the smoke that emanates 
from the chimneys.

Everything that helps build up Duluth, everything that aids 
bi the grow th of the city, will aid and benefit every business and 
every individual here.

What has become of the spirit of Duluth’s hardy pioneers? 
The problems they faced in reclaiming this rocky hillside, were 
a hundred times greater and more disheartening than any prob­ 
lem in Duluth today. 
But they had courage and strength of char­ 
acter and foresight. 
They did not sit hack and talk and criticize. 
They faced their tasks bravely and worked unceasingly to build 
the city which they were able to visualize. 
These old pioneers gave Duluth a well-earned reputation of 
having a fighting spirit and made its name a synonym for ac­ 
complishment. 
The people of today have had their greatest prob­ 
lems solved for them. 
What Duluth needs today is for all its people to combine and 
get down to work for the common good. 
If they will forget petty 
jealousies, smother pessimism, and boost, co-operate and work 
together for the common good, then Duluth will grow and pros­ 
per in a healthy, happy way. 
Upon the welfare of the city de­ 
pends the welfare of its people. 
Everything that helps build up Duluth, everything that aids 
in the growth of tin* city, will aid and benefit every business and 
every individual here. Stop knocking and hear opportunity knock.
